is abow!” Tie above is a sample of 
the one frequently over 
heats as he passes where two or three of 
these intensely loyal “saints” are met 
together. They chuckle and laugh as 
they discuss the possibility of fresh na- 
tional difficulties, and recall the proph. - 
ey that Mormonism will yet ride triam- 
phantly over rained and desolated Amer- 
ica. When the late war closed, and the 
supremacy of the Government was es 
tablished, there was a manifest feeling of 
disappointment among the mass of the 
people of Utah. One favorite prophecy 
of their leaders had proven false: The 
country was not entirely ruined ; the war 
did not last so long by four yetrs as 
they had. predicted, and, worst of all, 
the widows and daughters of slaughter- 
ed soldiers did not flock to Utah to place 
themselves under the “protection” of her 
lecherous rulers. 

It is true that after the victories at 
Potersburgh and Richmond, and the sur- 
render of Lee and his army, the Mor- 
mon leaders in Salt Lake City—and in 
no other place in the Territory—joined 
in a celebration in honor of the occa- 
sion. But when the people were asked 
what they thought of the consistency of 
those “prophets” wha one day prayed 
for the downfall of the nation, and the 
next. joined in celebrating that na- 
tion’s triumph, they replied with leering, 
sinister looks: “Brigham knows what 
he is about!” And now, prompted by 
their leaders, who foretell renewed diff- 
culties, they remember the former pre- 
diction of their infallible prophet, and 
declare that “the Lord will have it so; 
that the war sill continue ‘four years 
longer,’ and that the nation will yet be- 
long to them, ‘as Brigham said!’”’ 

Poor blind fools! You crouch like 
whipped spaniels and feel yourselves 
‘-bhonored” when you are allowed to 
lick the dust where “Brigham” treads! 
No’wonder that you call bim the “Lion” 
of the Lord! Who but a “lion” could 
cause you to cower so like abject slaves 
as you are, and tremble and hold your. 
breaths and hide yourselves for fear, 
when “his majesty” chooses to roar?— 
No wonder that your masters, when 
you summon up courage enough to ask 
the reason why you are todo thus and 
80, answer with contemptuous looks: 
“Brigham orders it, and that is ‘enough 
for you to know!” Yes, it is enough, 
since in your abject servitude, you have 
made itso! It used to be thought that 
when arefugee from the tyranny and 
oppression of the old world set foot up- 
on American soil, he felt within himself 
a new glow of manhood., It used to be 
thought that in free and enlightened 
America every man was his own master 
—stbject only to the laws of the land.— 
Bat gou have chosen the dog's life, who 
cannot live without an owner, and think 
yourselves “honored” if allowed even 
the crumbs that fall ‘from his table !—

know that you dare not disobey the 
mandates of your pampered and exact- 
ing “counselors.” Whether an apostate 
is to be murdered, or a tyrant guarded ; 
whether you are to live in Salt Lake 
City, or help “build up the kingdom” at 
Gosheh or Dixie; whether you are to 
live with and ‘provide,for your families,

As the most of our readers are doubt- 
less nnacquainted with the provisions of 
the Ereedmen's Bureau Bill vetoed by 
President Johneen, we -give it entire as 
it passed the Senate on the 25th ult. 
The bill is as follows: 

Section 1. That the Act to establish 
a bufeau for relief of freedmen und 
refugees, approVed March. 3, 1865,° slall 
in force until -otberwiece 
by law; shall extend to refugeca and 
freedmeh in céttain parts. of the United 
and the President divide 
the septigh> of édu: 
refugees sad diatrids 
éontaining one or more States, not to 
exceed twelve in number, and by ead. 
with the adviee and consent of the Senate} 
sppoint an Assistant-Commiseioner for 
each of said districts, who shall give 
like bonds and receive the simé 
pensation and perform the same duties 
preseribed ‘and the Act to whiel) 
this is an ‘aniendment; or safd bureau 
may, in the discretion of the President, 
be eed under « Commissioner and 
Assistant Commissioner, to be detailed 
from thearmy ; in which event each offi. 
cer soassigned to duty shall serve with- 
out increase of pay or allowances. 

Src. 2. That che Commissioner, with. 
the approval of the President, shall de 
vide eagh district inte a number of sub- 
districts, not to excced the numter of 
counties or parishes in each State, and 
shall assign te each sub-district at least 
one agent. either a citizen, officer of the 
army or enlisted man, who, if ao officer, 
doll wit..ousadditional compensa- 
tion or alluwanced; and if a citizen or 
enlisted map, shall receive a salary not 
exceeding $1,200 per annum; and such 
agent shall, before entering on thd duties 
of his office, take the oath prescribed in 
the first section of the Act to which this 
is an amendment. Each Assistant Com- 
missioner may employ not exceedin 
six clerks, op@ of the third ciass 
five of the fitet ciass; and each agent 
of a sub-district may employ two clerks 
of the first-class. And the President of. 
the United States, through the War De- 
partment and the Commissioner, shal! 
extend military jutisdiction and-protec- 
tion over all tbe employees, agents and 
officers of this bureau in the exercise of 
the duties imposed or authorized by this 
Act is supplementary. 

Sec, 3. That the Secretary of War 
may direct such isguee of 
clothing, fnel and other suppltes, inelud- | 
ing medical stores and transportation, 
afford such aid, medicat or vther- 
wise, as he may deem needful for the 
immediate aod temporsry shelter and 
ply of destitute and suffering refoges 
and freedmen and their wives and child- 
ren, nnoder such rules and regulatieus as 
he may direct, 

Sec. 4. That the President be au- 
thorized to reserve from sule or from set- 
tlement, under the homestead or pre- 
emption laws, and to set apart for the 
use of freedmen and loyal refugees unoc-.
